SIR, 

f Cannot but think my Mf obliged jn Gratitude to give 
you ao Accouitt hrtw well your lately invented Stuve 
for a Green!Houfe fueceeds (by the Experience ,f have 
had of it ) wMch certainly has mo, e Perfection, than 
ever yet Art was before Mafter of. Sir, I have purfued 
your Direftions in laying my Pipes ( made of Crucible 
Earth) not too near the Fire-grate, which is nigh upon, 
or better than fixreen Inches; and by niaking a Trench 
the whole length of my Houfe, under the Paving ( for 
the Air to iilueout and blow the Fire) of a cortvenitnt 
breadth and depth ( that is, 1 8 Inches both ways, covered 
with an Arch of Bricks) and at the ether end of the 
Trench, having a fqiiare Iron Plate anfw^crable to that 
of my Paving (mhich is iB Inches) to take off and put 
on, with a round hole at each corner, of about 3 Inches 
Diameter, with a Lid to Hide open, and Ihur, upon eviry 
end of them, (as you may have feen upon fbme Porridge- 
Pot covers ) io diat by opening any of thefe holes, or alt 
of them, more or lefs, or taking off the whole Plate, I 
can rclfa'e foch .1 i|aanricy of Air out of the Houfc to 
blow the Fire fo, as tolncrcafe or diminifli the blalls ; 
and, as yc^u were ptcafed by Letter 10 inform me.concero- 
ing'diflnburng tJie Air ac its admiffion m')re equally 
through the Vloufe, I have inxrccd my Pip'.s into a 
Channel all along the Wall at theend or tiieHoufci wiih 
ihofc ft':ver:il Ovcrturts yeu- mcniiontd : All wl'dch, Sir,
